basket. I have not yet received the 
courtesy of an acknowledgment. I 
am not surprised, however, as I know 
several similar cases where he was sp- 
oiled to without avail, for he is alike 
ndifferent to our citizenship, to bur 
sufferings and to our petitions. It takes 
all his time to cater to Mexican favor. 
A wooden image wonld bo better to 
represent our country, for it would not 
disgrace the greatest republic the 
world ever saw.
